On Wednesday evening, October 6, the Alden Dramatic

“ Ever since last winter,” says the Vancouver Independent,

the shape it had in 1841—the safest ever known. A few 
weeks ago Capt. Buchanan, under orders from Col. Gillespie, 
began the work of scooping the sands at a point supposed to 
be the weakest. That the predictions were well founded is 
evidenced by the following from Sunday’s Astorian: ‘The 
ship Ringleader, laden with railroad iron, from New York, 
April 17th, arrived at Astoria yesterday. She is the first 
vessel to come through the new channel made by Capt. 
Buchanan. She draws within two inches of twenty-one feet. 
There is now twenty-four feet of water to sea from Astoria, 
south of Sand Island.’ ” 
Apvicss from Bogota, of the 5th September, state that the 
Military College on the Escuela de Ingenieria Civil y Militar 
is now in successful operation. Among the names of the 
professors we notice the names of Senores Thomas B. Nichols 
and Henry R. Lemly. Mr. Nichols has been confined to hir 
room ever since his arrival at Bogota, having received an in- 
jury to his leg just before leaving this country.

Mr, RusseLi Tarver, a graduate of the Military Academy, 
Class of 1874, formerly an officer of the 11th Infantry, now 
the superintendent of Fairmount Park, at Philadelphia, has 
prepared for the commissioners of that park, a very careful 
and valuable report on the public parks and gardens of 
Europe. This report gives the results of a personal inspec- 
tion of. the European public pleasure grounds made by Mr. 
Thayer during the autuwwn of 1879, and therefore has an in- 
terest for all communities which have parks to maintain and 
beautify. The number of parks visited by him was fifty- 
four, and they included all the famous ones of England, 
France, Austria, Switzerland, Holland, Belgium, Prussia and 
Italy, but he declares that “‘ not a single one which came un- 
der my observation equals Fairmount Park in natural 
beauty and diversity of landscape.” The parks of the great 
European capitals have this advantage, however, and it is 
one which Mr. Thayer rightly considers very important : 
they are easily accessible to the inhabitants of the cities in 
which they are situated, and usually are approached by hand- 
some avenues appropriately improved and adorned. In this 
respect Fairmount Park is sadly deficient, and he recom- 
mends that Pennsylvania avenue be improved to serve as 
such an approach.

Tne details now at hand regarding the destruction of 
the Chilian war-ship Covadenga, noted in the last num- 
ber of the JourNAL, show it to have been another Loa 
affair, carried out with wonderful success. It seems 
that the Chilians picked up an empty boat at sea, be- 
tween the ports of Chancay and Ancon, which, on being 
hoisted on deck, exploded and sank the Covadonga in a 
few miuutes. It is said that only four of the crew were 
saved. The Covadonga was captured by the Chilians 
from Spain during the Spanish aggression on this coast 
in 1864. Exasperated by the success of this affair Ad- 
miral Rivero sent this note to Lima: 

On account of the perfidious stratagem which occasioned the 
loss of the schooner Covadonga in the port of Chancay, I have 
been instructed by my government to bombard the ports of Cho- 
rillos, Ancon, and Chancay, if within the term of twenty four 
hours the goverrment of Peru shall not have delivered to thie 
squadron the sloop Union and the transport Rimac. 

The Chilians sent a defiant answer, which concluded 
as follows:

RECRUITING FOR THE ARMY. 


Tne system of recruiting for the Army is faulty, and 
it was to be hoped that with a change in the head of the 
the Adjutant General’s Department, some changes would 
be made which would not only insure us a better class 
of men in the Army, but would make the recruitment 
less expensive. 

For many years the recruiting service has been en- 
tirely under the control of the Adjutant General, who 
in many instances has even directed what officers of the 
detail shall go to certain rendezvous, thus taking from 
the Superintendents the power of exercising their judg- 
ment as to the officers who could succeed the best in 
certain localities. The officers at the recruiting stations 
do not feel sufficient interest in obtaining good men, as 
they are not recruiting for their own companies or regi- 
ments. They wish ngturally to make the best show 
they can in numbers, and a great many men are taken 
who are entirely unfit for the service, and who, after 
costing the Government some hundreds of dollars each, 
in clothing and transportation to the general rep_ 
dezvous, and from there to a regiment at a dis- 
tant post, are discharged. Recruits are frequently sent 
from the recruiting station where there were enlisted, a 
thousand miles, to Columbus or New York and from 
there to San Francisco, only to be discharged as 
minors. This is a useless waste of the public money, 
and is entirely uncalled for. Young men are enlisted 
who are old drunkards who could easily have been de- 
tected had the recruiting officer and the examining 
surgeon exercised the smallest care. The professional 
deserter is also greedily picked up and enlisted, and 
then transported some thousands of miles to some more 
genial clime, where he again deserts for perhaps the 
tenth time. 

Now we will venture to state that those regiments 
that were recruited by their own officers, between the 
years 1830 and 1861, were the best in point of material, 
less expensive, while the original enlistments formed the 
bulk of the regiments, and of rematkalile respectability. 
Those regiments were the ist Dragoons, raised in 1838 ; 
the 2d Dragoons, raised in 1836 ; the 8th Infantry, raised 
in 1838 ; the Mounted Rifles, raised in 1846 ; the ist and 
2d Cavalry, and the 9th and 10th Infantry, raised in 
1855. The officers of these regiments did not dare to 
face their colonels with a set of drunkards, dead beats, 
and minors. Every officer knew that if he did not find 
the man he enlised in his own company he would at 
least find him in his regiment, and his brother officers 
would hold him responsible for culpable negligence. 
Colonels or commanding officers of regiments should 
be authorized to take steps to keep their regiments up 
to the standard. They should be controlled by the Ad- 
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tain Congressional districts in the States as near as 
possible to the headquarters of the regiment designated 
as the recruiting district for his regiment, and he should 
be authorized to keep two company officers with smal] 


warded to the headquarters of the regiment or direct to 
companies as fast as six or eight could be enlisted. An 
examining surgeon might be employed, although no in. 
telligent officer who has served for some time with 
troops (and none other should be sent to recruit) can be 
deceived as to age, habits or physical disability of any 
man who presents himself for enlistment. 

There is no necessity for the disgraceful scenes that 
occur every month in the year, when a large detachment 
of recruits is sent from New York to some distant station 
under command perhaps of a young lieutenant just 
appointed, and without a sufficient number of old sol- 
diers to act as a guard. Such detachments have fre- 
quently taken possession of the trains of cars, and small 
western villages have been devastated by them. 
Drunken recruits have been scattered along the road 
from Chicago to Cheyenne, and the Army has been 
brought into disrepute by this pernicious method of 
trying to get recruits to their regiments. 

Objections might be made tu the change of the present 
system for the reason that the ‘setting up” which the 
recruit now gets at the General Rendezvous would be 
lost. Experience shows that this setting up does but 
little good, and in the majority of cases the man is not 
long enough at the rendezvous to be benefited by the 
drill and discipline. If the rule could be adopted and 
enforced rigidly of keeping the recruit for one year or 
even six months at the rendezvous, and of doing nothing 
but military duty for that time, it would be an induce- 
ment to keep up the present system. But this is not 
done. It frequently happens that of 100 recruits 
forwarded from the General Rendezvous to a regiment, 
not one-tenth of them have been for two weeks in 
service or seen a single drill. 

Our advice will not probably be taken, but let the 
recruiting be turned over to the regimental commanders, 
and if the tone of the Army 1s not bettered, if it is not 
made more respectable, and if many dollars are not 
saved tothe Governmest, then—well, go back to the 
old system. 








NORMAL SCHOOLS. 
Tue Adjutant-General of the Army has announced 
that it never was intended to create a non-com. staff 
appointment for overseers of post schools. 
This is well enough. A private teaching school 
receives his board, quarters, clothing allowance, and 
pay ranging from $25 to $29, according to length of 
seryice. This equals, all in all, about $45 monthly 
salary, and is as much as teachers in schools of like 
grade in most parts of the country receive, with the 
additional advantage of a more permanent employ- 
ment. On this score, then, General Drum has taken 
the right view of the matter. 
But he also states that school teachers shall be drilled 
and amenable to any military duty. Such a prospect 
necessarily deters competent professional teachers from 
entering the service. From five to seven hours in the 
class room is wearing work, and if conscientiously and 
thoroughly performed, leaves him too tired to do mili- 
tary duty by drilling, attending parades, keeping in 
good order arms and acooutrements, etc. There is no 
use in saying, ‘‘On! but you are only required to be 
with your scholars five or six hours daily.” True, but 
he is a poor teacher who does all his work only in the 
time allotted to instruction. There are written exercises 
to be corrected, lessons to be prepared, and other such 
labor must be done, besides which an Army teacher 
has to be his own janitor, scrub, rub, and polish his 
school rooms. They never find their work outside of 
class hours to average less than two hours per day. 
Under these circumstances the enlistmest of good and 
experienced teachers from civil life becomes an impossi- 
bility. And then, teachers have, we are told, been 
sent from one of the depots to frontier posts who have 
never since been employed in teaching, though they 
enlisted for that purpose. They are now deing com- 
pany duties at $13 a month. 
The Adjutant-General states that pains are taken to 
instruct eulisted men for teaching, in the Normal schools 
at the recruiting depots. We cannot learn that there is 
a Normal school at any depot now, or ever has beet. 
The establishment of such was projected, but for some 
reason unknown to us, was never carried out. 
We have many very intelligent men in the Army 
that with a little experience would become efficient 
teachers. From this class of men instructors ar 
generally selected. Having no practice, however, it 
the profession, they work mostly without any definite 





jutant General in this matter only so far as to have cer-) 
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instruction from the text books furnished them. Inthe 
case of soldier-pupils this is well enough, but children 
must be edticated, and that means a great deal more 
than instruction; their powers of observing and reason- 
ing must be trained, as well as their personal habits 
watched and turned to life-long habits of neatness, 
diligence, and accuracy ; all of which must be effected, 
not through pedagogic severity, but by appealing to 
their mental faculties which have gradually to be 
awakened from a latent to an active state. 

Many men are good executive officers, but are unable 
to organize. What is really needed is not so much a 
Normal school, but a practical manual for conducting 
post schools on a uniform system, so that all the Army 
schools shall be conducted on as perfect a plan as the 
public schools of a city. In that case, when a child or 
a soldier leaves one post for another, on arrival there 
he can step into the new school and take up his studies 
exactly where he left off, being taught by the same 
methods. Nothing will then be left to the hobby of 
any teacher, and by this manual the post commander 
can precisely watch the teaching of the instructor and 
see that it is carried out as prescribed. At present it is 
a noted fact that most commanders allow their post 
teachers to work their own and scholars’ salvation as 
they please, which is often without any definite plan. 

General McCoox should detail some overseer of post 
schools, who by experience and record is best. fitted 
therefor, to prepare such a manual under his personal 
supervision. It should be printed and each post be 
supplied with two copies—one for the commanding 
officer, the other for the teacher—and strict compliance 
with its prescribed rules and methods enjoined. No 
Normal school will then be required, and the expense 
cannot be great. 

Whatever be done, it is necessary not so much as to 
raise the official status of teachers in the Army, which the 
moral and professional one urgently needs reformation and 
unification. Leaye nothing to chance and personal 
whims, but have the schools as well organized as the 
companies of a regiment, and they will be of real use. 

We respectfully urge Genera MoCoox to give this 
matter his earnest consideration. 








INDESTRUCTIBLE SHIPS. 

Some years ago the Editor of the Army anp Navy 
JournNAL had his attention invited to a project for a trip 
to the North Pole for the purpose of establishing there 
a home for consumptives. Persons afflicted with this 
complaint are said to be benefited by uniform conditions 
of climate, and the projector argued that the locality 
mentioned was not surpassed for equable temperature. 
Circumstances prevented the expedition, but the pro- 
jector had an idea in regard to the best method of Arctic 
travel, which at that time seemed more promising than 
it does now. 

He laid down the dictum that the Pole would never 
be reached by a sledge journey. Deprived of fire, of 
hot food, of proper food in any condition, and of con- 
nected rest, forced to strenuous labor, and confined to 
such comforts as the man can drag on a. sledge by his 
own strength or with the help of dogs, with no relief to 
the lungs from the bitter air, but maintaining an un- 
ceasing struggle with a deadly temperature, the man 
who tries to reach the Pole by a sledge journey certainly 
makes the attempt under the worst possible conditions 
for success. Our projector thought that human vigor 
could not hold out against such disadvantages long 
enough to cover the 500 miles of untrodden ice which 
encircles the Pole. 

He therefore proposed to make the journey in real 
comfort. The kitchen and sleeping bunk were to go 
along, and regular meals, a warm room, and four hour 
watches would serve to recuperate the heavily taxed 
powers of the men. The method for securing all this 
was simple. The first trip was to be made in a yacht, 
with a small crew, and the yacht was to be towed as 
far north as possible. When solid ice was reached the 
yacht was to be drawn up on the ice, placed on runners, 
and navigated as.an ice boat. After crossing the floe, 
the vessel could be launched again and a fresh start 
made by water. The yacht need never be frozen in, or 
stop for anything but heavy snow, and the last great sea 
of ice was to be crossed like the small floes, by sailing 
the yacht as any ice boat. 

The projector did not anticipate remarkable speed, on 
account of the incessant tacking and doubling which 
rough ice would compel, but thought that two or three 
miles an hour might be counted on. Captain Narzs’s 
description of the “ paleocrystic” ice which covers the 
Polar waters throws some doubt upon these anticipa- 
Hons, and all that remaias of the project now are the 
excellent criticisms upon the defects of sledge journey- 


travel, but the extreme roughness of the ice does not 
allow of its use for long stretches. 

We are reminded of this scheme by receiving a letter 
from the projector, Mr. ALona Vivartras, of 560 West 
Thirty-fourth street, New York city, in regard to a new 
mode of ship construction. Mr. Vivarrras followed 
the sea for nearly twenty years, and is now, we believe, 
an inventor. His letter shows that his views on ship 
construction are as radical as his notions of an Arctic 
navigation. He says: 

Permit me to eubmit to your consideration the following ia the 
matter of steam navigation. My proposition is to build vessels 
having the following advantages : 

First. To make a vessel that can not sink or be sunk ; a vessel 
whose displacement and consequent buoyancy shall not be 
diminished by collision with other vessels or icebergs, breakage of 
machinery, leak, or fire. Some of these might ibly cause 
local damage, but it shall be only a flesh wound, she shall yet 


float, and be habitable and cape of being brought into port. 
Second. To make a vessel of such streugth that she may be 





lifted bodily, with her cargo in position, by the two ends, or 
middle only. without damage ; if by any accident driven ashore, 
or upon the rocks, no matter how heavy the sea, she shal! not 
break up, but hang together and save both mgers and freight. 

Third. To make a vessel of greater than average speed, and 
more comfortable in a sea way than common. 

To attain these results it is not necessary to increase the cost of 

constraction, or expense of propelling and handling, over that of 
the present style; and it is held that the slight loss of carrying 
capacity will be more than offset by the increased speed; that is to 
say, that freight can be handled in this way at as low a figure jer 
ton, as by any known method whether steam or canvas. 
My proposition does not require costly and uncertain experi- 
ments, but consists mostly in rearrangement and combination of 
ig and ordinsry items of constructive and mechanical 
science. 

My object is to organize a corapany, with the requisite capital, 
for the purpose of building and running these vessels. The plan 
is applicable alike to all classes of vesse:s, ocean, river, or lake 
craft, and althongh I propose to build for ocean service first, it is 
prapened to go on.and apply the plan in all its variations. 

‘o judge of the financial euccess of the pion it is only necessary 
to consider what would be the condition of the present steamship 
lines, or in fact of the whole mercantile werld, if they had never 
lost a ship, a cargo, or a person, nor ever paid anything for the 
insurance uf either. ALoua ViVARTTIAs. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Vivarrras does not let us into 
the secret of such wonderful ship construction, but, 
perhaps, some of our readers may be interested enough 
to ascertain his plans. 





How the question of restoring to the Army an officer 
who has fought against his colors, is viewed in France, 
is shown by the following from the Journal des Debats 
with reference to a notice which appeared in the Moni- 
teur de 0 Armée, stating that Capt. Matuszewicz, a former 
infantry captain, who deserted the army in 1871 and 
joined the insurgents of the Commune, had been re- 
placed by the Minister of War at the head of a company 
of the 109th regiment, to take rank from the 11th July, 
1880. The Journal says: ‘‘We know that the Amnesty 
Law of the 11th July, 1880, had the effect to return full 
possession of their rights to persons having been con- 
demned for insurrectional deeds, and in the present case 
to return position and rank to the last survivor of the 
only two officers who joined the insurrection ; the other 
was Rossel. But if the amnesty of 1879 replaced in his 
rank the égaré of 1871 it is all, and nothing could com- 
pel the Minister of War, who is the natural guardian of 
discipline and military traditions, to give him the com- 
mand of a company. What alarms us in this case are not 
difficulties that might arise from the false position of the 
new officer amongst his former colleagues, who, during 
two months of civil war, considered him as an enemy, 
and who have, some of them, been his judges or prose- 
cutors, for the generosity of the French character would 
facilitate forgiveness and appeasement. But has the 
Ministry of War considered that the duty of an officer 
is to impress his men with the principles of military 
honor, the first of which is fidelity to the flag, and that 
to teach those principles to men who only understand 
well what is shown to them by the example of their 
ehiefs it is necessary that these chiefs should themselves 
have never transgressed them?” 

The Minister of Justice, it appears, pronounced in 
favor of the reinstatement of Capt. Matuszewicz to his 
military grade on the ground that he was fully entitled 
to the amnesty, inasmuch as he was not sentenced to 
death for any crime of murder or incendiarism, and a 
commutation of his sentence into a purely political one 
took place before the 9th of July. On the other hand, 
on being consulted in reference to the application of the 
law on the 8d of March, 1879, the honorable Minister 
held that, although restored to his right of grade, his 
future service would be subject to the approval of the 
military authority. The Minister of War, in the exer- 
cise of his discretion, advised that as soon as the captain 
was restored to his military rank he should be with- 
drawn from the service; and this was accordingly done.

Tse highly important news comes from the South 
Pacific that. Chili and Peru have. accepted an 
offer of mediation by the United States. If so, an 
armistice isfin immediate and peace in ultimate pros- 
pect. Of course, however, so many false rumors have 
come from that direction as to make it necessary to 
receive even this news with caution, 

There are some things that point to such a solution of 
the problem, now or hereafter. A short time since the 
Lima correspondent of the Panama.AStar and Herald 
wrote that the Wachusett had suddenly left Callao, 
carrying Mr. Christiancy, that he had stopped at Arica 
to arrange preliminaries of peace, and that'he had 
obtained a promise from the Chilians that no active 
operations would be carried on pending the receipt of 
the answer of Peru to the conditions of peace. 

It is true that there were other explanations of his 
journey—one that Mr. Christiancy had presented a note, 
England coinciding, in which the two Powers, it is said, 
express their regret at the occurrences in the South, and 
trust the excesses which have hitherto followed their 
victories will not be repeated, and that foreign properties 
and lives will merit more respect than hitherto! And 
another rumor, more preposterous, says that Mr. Chris- 
tiancy, at Arica ‘‘asked for explanations from the 
Chilian authorities as to the burning of the United 
States Consulate, and, as he obtained only evasive 
answers, it is considered certain that he has given orders 
for the Adams to call at that port and exact the neces- 
sary satisfaction for the offence. If this should be 
refused she is to bombard the town.” But setting aside 
these extravagances, it seems likely enough that sooner 
or later peace will be arranged by the intervention of 
the United States. The only recent operations by land 
have been the Chilian raids on Peruvian sugar planta- 
tions. 





Tu launch of the Italia at Castellamare, Bay of Na- 
ples, on Wednesday, September 29, is described as the 
most splendid success imaginable. When the degshores 
were knocked away, there was for a few moments a 
breathless pause, and when the big ship was seen to 
move the cheers and vivas of the thousands assembled 
were deafening. The king arrived at noon, accom- 
panied by his ministers, and was greeted with royal 
salutes by the Italian squadron, the English ironclads 
Thunderer and Monarch, a Russian man-of-war, and a 
Greek corvette. The clergy made the circuit of the 
ship and sprinkled her with holy water, and Admiral 
Acton’s young daughter broke a bottle of champaigne 
against the ship’s bows and gave her hername. The 
Italia and foreign ships escorted the king across the bay 
to Naples. In the evening, Captain George Tryon, 
C.B., of the Monarch, and Captain Colomb, of the 
Thunderer, dined with the king. The principal dimen 
sions of the Italia, which we have before described, 
are approximately as follows: Length, 400ft. 3in.; 
beam, extreme, 78ft. 10in.; draught of water, forward, 
25ft. 4in.; aft, 80ft. 4in.; height of upper deck above 
keel, 49ft. 8in.; displacement, 13,480 tona; weight of 
unarmored hull, 5000 tons : area of midship section, 1848 
square feet. The ship will be driven by twin screws, 
each 19 ft. 6} inches in diameter, worked by four 
engines, intended to work up to 18,000-horse power and 
propel the vessel through the water at the speed of 16 
knots per hour. Her guns are of the Armstrong manu-~ 
facture, and each weighs 100 tons. She will carry four 
of these, besides several of smaller calibre. The armor 
will be mainly distributed in a girdle around the ship, 
The correspondent of the London Daily News says: 
‘* Probably no other ship of such large dimensions will 
be again constructed by the Italian government. A 
significant symptom is that officers of the Italian navy 
greatly dislike the idea of being appointed to the Wuova 
Italia. ‘Too many eggs in one baske,’ would perhaps 
express the feeling of most naval men when contemplating 
the vast floating structure. To gauge the feeling of the 
service, the Minister of Marine has decided to ask the 
candid opinion ef a large number of naval officers of 
high professional repute. Their views will then be con. 
sidered by the Council of the Admiralty, and the pros 
and cons which exist in the {professional mind will be 
well weighed, and the result will guide the constructor’s 
department in the next-designs. 








Two more rounds were fired firom the Armstrong 
100-ton gun, Sept. 22. The chief object was to test 
the hydraulic gear and the convenience of the battery 
arrangements generally. On the first round the work- 
ing and action of the gun was all that could be wished, 
but the velocity was only 1040ft. It is supposed that 
the projectile slipped, 1556ft. per second being obtained 
in the second round, with 4ft. 7jin. recoil. Charge, 
441lbs.: projectile, 2000lbs. Col. Inglis, R. E., presi-

On the 9th of July, 1880, the ‘Central Publishing 
Company” was incorporated under the general laws of 
the State of Illinois, with an authorized capital of five 
hundred dollars, composed of fifty shares of ten dollars 
each, and subscribed for as follows: Duane M. Greene 
twenty-five shares, G. E. Greene twenty-four shares, 
D. H. Paddock one share. The concern was organized 
at Kankakee, Ill., where it is understood all the parties 
above mentioned now reside. To the modest five hun- 
dred dollars with which the ‘‘ Central Publishing Com- 
pany ” commenced business, we have added, for capital, 
the reputation and the literary ability of Mr. ‘‘ Duane 
Merritt Greene, late Lieutenant U. 8. Army.” The 
value of his reputation is sufficiently well understood ; 
the extent of his literary ability is indicated by the 
volume before us. It is a rambling, ill-jointed narrative 
of 222 pages, 16mo, which would occupy, if printed in 
the type in which most of our matter appears, something 
less than six pages of the Army anp Navy JouRNAL. 
Its title, ‘‘American Aristocracy,” seems too large for it, 
and is spread diagonally across the cover to give it room. 
The untoward circumstances which deprived his coun- 
try of Mr. D. Merritt Greene’s inestimable services re- 
lieved him of all responsibility for the iniquitous insti- 
tution of the American Army, and enabled him to lift up 
the voice of his testimony against it. He cries aloud 
and spares not, and if what he says is not altogether 
complimentary we should in charity remember that our 
world is the mirror in which we see ourselves reflected, 
and Mr. Greene has the best of reasons for believing that 
to be an officer is not always to be a gentleman and a 
man of honor. 

It is not worth while to be angered by this book. It 
offers so “‘little pork fora shilling” that the general 
public are not likely to buy it, in this day of cheap read- 
ing, and its chief circulation will be in the Army, and 
in Army circles, where it can do ne harm. ‘The portrait 
it draws represents the Army as a picture of Cromwell’s 
wart might represent Cromwell. The author has brought 
together all the scandalous experiences gathered during 
his scandalous career in the Service, and made each one 
the basis for a generalization unfavorable to the Army. 
A single illustration will serve to show tke author’s 
talent for generalization. He tells us that ‘‘ins ing 
of the influence of border associations, it may be truly 
said that even the chaplains partake of the spirit of 
recklessness.” Now, what is the basis for this deduc- 
tion? A single story of a chaplain who fell asleep 
while sitting in his quarters and awaiting the approach 
of the funeral procession of two soldiers who had died 
two miles from the fort, which procession was to pass en 
route to the cemetery, where thechaplain was to officiate. 
Awaking somewhat too late, the holy man was obliged 
to execute an undignified John Gilpinish ride, in order, 
if we may so » ‘to be in at the death.” Hardly 
in keeping, this, with his cloth, but not sufficient for a 
generalization against a whole body of men. 

But it is towards the women that Mr. D. Merritt 
Greene’s wrath burns with a consuming fire. Te ladies 
of the Army whose misfortune it has been to know 
him, have had occasion, no doubt, to say uncompliment- 
ary thi about him, and he means to settle the ac- 
count with the sex. 

Wm “ounseville Alger, in his noble book about the 
**Frie: dships of Women,” says: ‘‘ The vulture pounces 
on rottenness with a cry of obscene satisfaction; but 
the lark seeks the sunrise with a song of worship. So 
let the ingenuous mind, studying human character and 
life, bestow a shunning glance at evil, a fixed gaze on 
So, should any one wish to write a history of 
the vanities of women, for which, doubtless, the ma- 
terials are ample, I willingly yield him the task.” The 
author of ‘‘ American Aristocracy” has assumed the 
congenial task, and asa D. Merritt Greene was fore- 
ts) perhaps it was a wise providence that suffered 
him to devote his unclean imagination to Army society, 
which, whatever its weakness and shortcomings, offers, 
as every one who knows it can testify, so many exam-

This free classification of women, as though they 
were but of one type, is as old as the Greek satirists, 
whom Greene resembles only in his capacity for excret- 
ing venom. ‘‘The personality of any one of the-best 
representatives of womanhood is as vivid and delicate 
as though moulded from a sensitive leaf instead of 
clay.” at can such a man as Greene know of 
such women? They are as hidden from his sight as 
the ight from the bats and moles. Hence we find 
little refecence to them in his book, but his mind is 
occupied with those who, according to his authority, 
‘yield to the demoralizing influences of the Army 
without any apparent compunctions, and really seem to 
covet the attention of profligate sons of Mars, who, in 
civil life, would be pronounced fit subjects for an in- 
ebriate asylum ;” who ‘‘even participate in the bac- 
chanalian revels, so common at military — lending 
their voices to swell the chorus of ‘Benny Havens, oh!’” 
‘It is customary for Army ladies to use stimulants,” 
he declares. ‘‘ But excesses are exceptional,” he charita- 
bly adds. ‘‘It has been a common thing,” he tells us in 
another place, ‘‘for the ladies of a in Kansas to 
soomeeee their husbands to the ]

provided for the enlisted men,” and ‘‘ over the top of 
which comes the vilest billingsgate from the mouths of 
drunken men of the lowest type.” Again, it is declared 
that ‘‘there is a freedom of manners among the ladies 
of the Army that does not obtain in the best civilian 
society.” hat Mr. Greene does not know of the ‘‘best 
society,” in and out of the Army, is evidently not to be 
learned. It is in illustration of this freedom of man- 
ners, probably, that he offers the story which shortly 
follows of an ‘‘ Army lady” whose baby he mistock for 
a bundle of wraps. As he was about to drop upon it 
the lady ‘‘ rushed frantically from the midst of a whirl- 
ing circle of dancers, and, with uplifted hands, shouted 
at the top of her voice, ‘Don’t sit on my baby, you'll 
kill it.’” The story has no other apparent relation. 

‘« The officers are constantly devising ways and means 
for the diversion and amusement of the ladies, and they 
seem to be actuated by the same spirit that made gladia- 
torial human butchery necessary for the perfection of a 
Roman holiday, as they do not hesitate to risk life or 
limb to accomplish their object.” A corrupt govern- 
ment assist in the matter by so framing its retiring laws 
as to make ‘‘no distinction between the bullet-riddled 
veteran and the young officer who cracks his patella in 
attempting a somersault for the edification of the ladies.” 

‘*In the matter of dress the ladies of the Army do not 
differ materially from their sisters elsewhere.” Now, 
really! we thought they dressed on the frontier in fea- 
thers and war paint. ‘To wear clothes wisely and well 
seems to be the chief aim in life of many.” Who ever 
heard of such a thing ! 

As a whole, ‘‘observations and exvcrience” have de- 
monstrated to Mr. D. Merritt Greene ‘‘ that the presence 
of ladies in the Army is prejudicial to good order and 
military discipline.” ‘The married officer often fails 
even to visit the guard after midnight, when ‘ Officer of 
the Day,’ especially if the weather is stormy. His wife 
says, ‘Let the guard go to-night, dear; and through 
deference to her wishes he remains in bed.” The 
cuckoo, it may be observed, has peculiar facilities for 
learning what goes on in other nests than its own. 
‘*Staff ladies do not fraternize with the ladies of the 
Line.” ‘‘The most discordant garrisons are those com- 
prising the greatest number of ladies. Jealousies and 
imaginary slights produce much of the unpleasantness.” 
‘* A great number of ladies have married into the Army 
since the Rebellion who do not belong to that well-bred 
class whose education and polish elevated and refined its 
society prior to that event.” ‘‘There are those among 
them who make themselves conspicuous on all occasions 
by their glibness of tongue, without regard to the rules 
of or the laws of acoustics.” ‘‘ Rank is their 
controlling social power, as well as the standard of their 
social positicn.” ‘‘They take no pleasure in books, 
needlework, or anything that would divert them from 
schemes of riotous living.” ‘‘The pressure of social 
requirements causes much of the money appropriated 
by Congress for the support of the Army to be squan- 
dered for levees and entertainments, and other purposes 
not anticipated in the estimates. The demands of the 
ladies, to keep the social machinery in motion, take 

lence of all others.” ‘*The ladies do not only 
manipulate the social affairs of the Army, but they are 
the power behind the throne which directs much of the 
official business.” ‘‘ Pus Lieut. on that detail,” 
the wife of a post commandant is reported as saying to 
the adjutant (the detail being for field service), ‘‘I want 
to get him away from the post; and if he don’t get 
killed, perhaps he will be more respectful when he 
returns.” Greene further tells us that he once knew a post 
commander who made himself so disagreeable by the 
hauteur which he carried into the social circle, that ‘‘ the 
wife of the surgeon, aided and abetted by the other 
ladies of the garrison, persuaded her husband to give 
him a half-year’s sick leave.” Ah, well, we have 
changed all that now. Surgeons no longer grant leaves 
of absence, 28 oF did in the late lieutenant’s time, or 
as he says they did. 

Such are some of Mr. D. Merritt Greene’s generaliza- 
tions about the ladies, which we need not stop to char- 
acterize. In regard to officers he is equally wholesale 
in his statements, though, having devoted ten chapters 
of his book to freeing his mind on the subject of mi | 
ladies, Mr. Greene has but five chapters left in whic 
to express his opinion of officers. ‘The present organ- 
ization lacks that ambition,” he tells us, ‘‘that esprit de 
corps, which characterized the Army prior to the war.” 
‘* Degeneracy has been increased by the appointment of 
men who have not received a military education (e. g. 
D. Merritt Greene). Add to these the ‘graduates’ whom 
a superabundance of black bile has rendered unsuscept- 
ible of refinement beyond the limited demands of 
civility, and the sum comprises so much of the unit that 
the remainder is a negative power.” That is to say, in 
this case the mathematical axiom that the whole is equal 
to the sum of all its does not hold good. ‘‘It 
sometimes happens that the soldier is superior to the 
officer by birth and education,” in regard to which Mr. 
Greene no doubts speaks from galling experience. ‘‘An 
officer who can sport a liveried coachman need not ‘ face 
the horrid front of war.’ Wealth is the requisite quali- 
fication to insure him a position in the staff corps, or a 
detail to Europe to observe the movements of cuntend- 
ing armies, and which is usually done at the Army Club 
Rooms in the cities of Paris and London :” where, as 
is well known, the young officer of the Engineer Corps 
who resembles D. Merritt Greene onlyin name, made all 
of his observations. 

‘* Wealth and position do not make the gentleman,” 
Mr. Greene oracularly informs us, and his soul is greatly 
troubled by witnessing the ‘‘airs of nobility which many 
of our Army officers assume.” Observing the officers 
socially he see ‘‘more to condemn than to admire; a 
mingling of noble attributes with the lowest vices; the 
intellect in some cases are brilliant and growing bright- 
er, and in others irretrievably lost in the depth of in- 
famy.” ‘‘ Noone is satisfied with his actual rank, but 
strives to surpass or supplant his senior.” ‘‘ Among the 
junior officers there are those who take especial pride in 
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drinking whiskey without dilution (as Mr. Greene voids 
his bile), particularly if in the presence of veterans whom 
a similar bravado, in the days of their youth, has made 
dyspeptic and unable to take it without water.” ‘‘ The 
blighting curse of intemperance destroys ninety per 
cent. more of the Armythan powderand ball.” ‘‘ Viewed 
as a unit in regard to the use of stimulants, the Army 
comprises one vast festive fraternity.” ‘‘ Young men 
not inclined to intemperate habits before entering the 
Service soon acquire them after joining.” ‘‘Thousands of 
examples of intemperance are daily transpiring so terri- 
ble in their depravity that to relate them would raise a 
question of veracity in the minds of those not familiar 
with the facts, and a doubt as to the possibility of such 
excesses among enlightened people.” As the officers, 
of whom there are some 2,500 only in the Service, are 
referred to here, Mr. Greene has said quite enough to 
raise that ‘‘question of veracity” from which his sensi- 
tive soul shrinks. 

These excerpts, which we cull at random, will 
give an idea of the character of the book. It is 
hardly worth while, as we have said, to get angry 
at it. It can do no harm, certainly among our readers, 
and it at least offers them the satisfaction of know- 
ing the worst that is to be said of them. Like most 
harsh ard unsparing criticism it has its basis of truth, 
and they are wise if they gather this—plucking the 
jewel from the head of the reptile which revolts the 
sense. 

The history of the author is essential to an under- 
standing of his work, and as he too modestly refrains 
from giving it, we supply the omission. Something 
more than two years after the commencement of the 
civil war Mr. Greene was appointed captain in the 6th 
California Volunteers, raised on the Pacific Coast. That 
regiment served on that coast, and it is not exactly 
known where the danger of battle, the pride of victory, 
and theterror of retreat come in. But at any rate some 
time before the close of the war, Mr. Greene thought it 
best, for reasons good and sufficient to himself, to re- 
sign. In July, 1872, he was appointed a 2d lieutenant 
of the 3d Infantry, and the next year he was transferred 
to the 6th Cavalry. His career in this regiment was 
not what might be considered of the most honorable 
kind, and in July, 1877, he was placed in arrest at Camp 
Bowie, Arizona, charges having been preferred against 
him for scandalous condact. These charges are now 
on file at the War Department. As a great amount of 
scandal, not to say nastiness, would have been devel- 
oped at the trial of Greene—although the woman in the 
case was not in the Army—it was thought better by the 
commanding officer of the Department that the resigna- 
tion should be accepted, and thus Mr. Greene passed 
out of service in December, 1877. 








CAPT. SANGER ON GERMAN ARTILLERY. 

Tue following is a synopsis of the salient points in the 
lecture delivered during the past week by Captain J. P. 
Sanger before the Artillery Camp of the N. Y. National 


Guard at Fort Hamilton: 

Tue main feature of the German artillery tactics is their 
simplicity ; every unnecessary formation and manoeuvre has 
been avoided. Among the recent changes in this direction 
is the suppression of the school of the section, which now 
forms part of the school of the battery as in our tactics. 
The tactics are arranged in all essential ae like ours, 
and include foot and mounted instruction. lhe cannoneers 
on the axle seats work the breaks when the piece is in motion 
by means of the handles, which are conveniently adjusted 
between their legs when seated. In the school of the piece 
horsed, the drivers are instructed in tandem driving, and for 
this purpose reins are carried in the limber chest. With a 
six horse team, if the lead driver is killed, the middle driver 
takes his place, and if both are killed, the driver of the wheel 
team drives the middle team tandem, the lead team being 
removed. 

This only takes place when the resources of the battery are 
80 reduced as to make it imperative. 

In both the mounted and horse batteries each piece is con- 
duced by a sergeant (chief of piece), who rides just in front 
of and opposite the centre of thelead team. In manceuvring 
the driver has simply to follow the chief of piece. Each of 
the caissons battery wagons are similarly conducted by a 
nates (vormetstee), an arrangement which greatly facilitates 

e ° 


In most respects the evolutions are so like our own 
as not to require comment. The interval between the guns 
is rey paces. It is to be observed that the caissons are 
not at drill, and that the captain regulates the ge 
of fire, by the command “fire slowly,” after which eac 
piece is fired at the command of the chief of section, on an 
order from the captain, or “ fire rapidly,” when the guns are 
fired with the greatest rapidity. To resume the fire at the 
usual rate the captain commands ‘ordinary firing.” In the 
horse batteries the cannoneers are taught to execute the 
charge and other cavalry mancuvres, so that in case of 
necessity they may be used to protect the battery when with- 
out support. They are formed in two ranks by the union of 
the platoons without intervals, and the charge is executed in 
line or as foragers, after which they rally on their pieces. 

Three or four batteries united form a battery division ; if 
the drivers take part in the foot drill they are united to form 
& separate battery. The foot movements are by detachments, 
platoons or battery as prescribed in the school of the a) 
those most practiced are the movements by platoon. It 
will be observed that the manceuvres on foot are very few 
and simple, but quite sufficient for this secondary branch of 
instruction. 

As a tactical principle, the artillery of the Germans 
marches and fights by battery division, and it rarely happens 

a single battery is isolated for any purpose. So 

long as the batteries are not under fire the commander of 
the battery division remains with the general commanding 
the infantry or cavalry division to which the battery division 
is attached, in order to’ thoroughly understand the progress 
of events and to personally exercise and promulgate the in- 
Structions and orders of the general ; in other respects the 
battery divisions are commanded and employed very much 
like infantry brigades. 
, The commanders of batteries are not required to remain 
immediately with their batteries ; on the contrary they are 
authorized and are expected to hasten in advance, or rather 
in the direction of the enemy, whenever necessary to the 
Proper management of their batteries ; their movements are 
restricted by the battery division commander only so far as 
to prevent tactical mistakes,

attack, the’corps artillery for the most part has been placed 
tween the two‘divisions of the’corps, and the battery divisions 
between the two brigades of the infantry divisions. At the 
moment of the main attack it takes a position on the flank 
if possible, protected by cavalry. Asa rule, it is not per- 
mitted to place batteries behind other troops so as to fire 
over them. Fire is opened with the full number of guns, 
and as unexpectedly as possible. Small detachments of 
artillery may disregard this principle and open fire, but not 
until they have been discovered and fired on.

D. M. GREENE AND HIS BOOK. 
To the Edtior of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Sm: The following are the facts about D. M. Greene 
and his book: A civilian employee at Fort Bowie, A. 
T., complained to the commanding officer at that post, 
that he had detected Greene in criminal intimacy with 
his—the employee’s—wife, and publicly denounced him 
as a seducer; whereupon Greene was placed in arrest, 
and pending trial by Court-martial, tendered his resig- 
nation, which was accepted. The employee (a contract 
physician.—Ed.) was soon afterwards discharged. The 
Army was thus rid of all the parties implicated in the 
scandal. 

Now comes Greene with a scandalous book, which 
those who take pleasure in such things will buy and 
read. Being no longer able to draw a salary from 
Uncle Sam, he has found it necessary to obtain money 
in some other way, and has chosen this method of levy- 
ing on the ‘‘ Great Public,” viz., retailing scandal. How 
much of it is truth or how much is fiction is imma- 
terial, and would be very ridiculous to investigate. 
Even the worm, wallowing in manure and garbage, re- 
quires sustenance, and why should not Greene get sub- 
sistence if he can, peddling scandalous lies? They are 
probably what add zest to the book and sellit. The 
Army can stand it whether Greene’s readers can or not, 
and has no more good reason for resentment than it has 
concerning the antics ot Buffalo Bill, the publication of 
the Police Gazette, or the typical dime novel. 

Those who relish accounts of scandalous conduct on 
the part of individuals in any class of society, can al- 
ways find means to gratify their appetite, and Greene 
might as well cater to it as anyone else. The Army 
purged itself of him long ago. 

His advertisement and book, as a process of making a 
raise, remind one of the story concerning the late Major 
Smashpipes, who proposed, in case he was dismissed, 
to hang outa sign in New York City—‘‘ Lager Beer 


sold here by Captain and Brevet Major Smashpipes, ° 


late U. S. Army. Patronage solicited.” Such a sign, 
backed by the beer, might have attractions. Greene’s 
advertisement and book may have some too. Probably 
he imagines that if the Army had no ‘married officers” 
and ‘‘ladies to the prejudice of good order and mili- 
tary discipline” his offence might have been over- 
looked 


Whether the beer which the ex-captain and brevet 
major proposed to retail would be better than other beer 
the public could judge; so it can judge whether scandal 
retailed by an ex-lieutenant is better than other scandal. 

Army society has its misfortunes as well as any other, 

and can bear them as well as any other. One of them 
is the presumption that all men holding commissions are 
gentlemen and should be treated as such. We say they 
ought to be gentlemen, and so occasionally we find it 
necessary to tolerate, for a time, those who are not gen- 
tlemen but who hold commissions obtained perchance 
through some dear political friend or, may be, by means 
similar to those employed by men in all other walks of 
life who obtain positions which, for a time, they manage 
to disgrace. 
If it satisfies the public to believe that it has an Army 
—{from which it selects men for the highest honors— 
with more than its share of disreputable characters, 
then the public will believe Greene’s book ; otherwise it 
won't.

THE WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY. 

Our report of the proceedings of this court last 
brought the record up to Friday, October 8. On that day 
there were two witnesses before the court, and their testi- 
mony concerned the operations of Col. Pennington’s brigade, 
which were described on Thursday. The first was Colonel 
Mortimer B. Birdseye, of Bradford, Pa., who was lieutenant- 
colonel of the 2d New York Cavalry, 2d Brigade of Custer's 
division, when the battle of Five Forks took place, 

COL, BIRDSEYE'S TESTIMONY. 

Col. Birdseye said that Custer’s command left Dinwiddie 
about 8 o'clock in the morning. Two regiments of the bri- 
gade, his own and the 2d New Jersey, were dismounted about 
two miles north of Dinwiddie and formed iuto a skirmish line, 
but met with no serious resistance until they came out of the 
woods into an open field having a house near its centre, i 
sumably the Gillian farm. When they emerged into 
field they were under a galling fire from sharp-shooters con- 
cealed behind fences and trees. There was considerable 
confusion in his regiment, and not less in that commanded 
by Col. Brayton Ives. A hasty consultation was held, and 
temporarily abeont from his brigade, and report ts cowllion

There was 
heavy artillery firing from the enemy’s works, but their shots 
were mostly to the right of his brigade, as they could see 
from the constant dropping of the limbs of . The 
brigade was ordered to advance about 3:30 to 4 o’clock P. M., 
and the men charged up toward the enemy’s lines. The 
firing was extremely heavy—grape and canister—and the 
officers had pretty hard work to hold their men in position. 
They were near enough to see the enemy behind breast- 
works and to distinguish their faces. In his judgment, the 
distance could not have been more than 70 or 80 yards, and 
it was not easy to keep the lines in order under the withering 
fire that was poured into them. But they managed to stay 
where they were until the final yo was executed, when 
with a rush, they went over the defences. The enemy fled 
into the woods to the northwest of Five Forks, hotly — 
by the cavalry, who followed them as far as the a 
field, then struck off to the southwest, and came out into the 
Gillian field, on the north side of the works. 

MAJOR MATTISON TESTIFIES, 


Major William R. ck Cevalcy, Newton, N. J., was a Cap- 








tain of the 2d New York Cavalry, 1st Brigade, 3d Division, of 
Gen. Sheridan’s command. e morning of April.1, 1865, 
was extremely foggy. They were ordered to move at day- 
light, and encountered a scattering fire of the enemy on 
about the same line as that occupied on the preceding day. 
The first severe encounter was in an open field. The enemy 
had run out two pieces of artillery on their flank, and they 
faced toward the fire. As they be ay from the woode, 
and were making their way through the stunted pines that 
skirted the edge of the timber, the Confederates opened upon 
them. The fire was one of the hottest that the witness ever 
encountered, and the men fell back into the woods, scattered, 
and lay down to protect themselves. How long they lay here 
Major Mattison could not say, but they were presently moved 
toward the right to establish connection with the main body. 
Witness could not say how it came about, but near 8 Pp. mu. 
“Forward” was along the ranks, and they charged 
upon the rebel lines. Who gaye the order he could not say, 
or whether any such order was given. He only remembered 
that they rushed forward and got up pretty close to the 
enemys works. The firing was so territic that they had to 
fall back to prevent annihilation. It was decidedly more 
severe, ind than it was when the last advance was made;

southwest and pushed through the woods to the Gillian farm, 
It was about sunset when they arrived at that point, The 
field was full of cavalry and infantry, but the witness did not 
recollect the name of any parti organization. He re- 
membered seeing Sheridan at the head of a body of 


From the moment of going over the 
rebel works in front until they met Custcr’s advance charging 
through the woods at right angles to the works, it was, ac- 
cording to Major Mattison, possibly half an hour. He met 
Custer about sunset, and the final charge on the rebel centre 
was executed about half an hour before sunset.

CAPT. BEAN. 

Theodore W. Bean was a captain in the 17th Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, and Provost-Marshal in Gen. Wesley Merritt’s divi- 
sion, of which the regiment formed a part. Capt. Bean cor- 
roborated the testimony of other witnesses who served under 
Gen. Merritt, but added no new facts to the evidence already 
elicited. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 13, the only witness examined was 
Major and Bvt. Lieut. Col. George L. Gillespie, of the En- 
gineer Corps, by whom the maps in use by the court were 
constructed, with the exception of the Colton graphic map. 
He was on Sheridan’s staff during the spring of 1865. 


BVT. LIEUT. COL. GILLESPIE. 


Col. Gillespie recollected that the morning of April 1, 1865, was 
very foggy—what he should describe as a malarial fog. He first 
descri the forward movement of Sheridan’s command from 
Dinwiddie to Five Forks, the occasional resistance of the rebels to 
the Union advance, and the final dispositions of the cavalry in 
front of the enemy’s position. Later in the day he was ordered by 
Gen. Sheridan to find a piece of ground suitable for the formation 
of the 5th Corps out of sight of the enemy. He looked about for 
some time, and finally fixed upon the piece of ground where the 
corps formed for the assault. Col. Gillespie was told to take Gen. 
Warren to the spot. This was about 11 a. m., and it took half an 
hour to guide Gen. Warren to the point. Gen. Warren requested 
the witness to remain there until he was relieved, and he remained 
about half an hour—possibly a little longer. 

Gen. Sheridan’« manner was very impatient ; Gen. Warren was 
cool. collected, and unexcited. hen the troops were ready Gen. 
Sheridan ssid : ‘*‘ Gentlemen, move forward.” They advanced to- 
ward the White Oak road, Gen Sheridan and his staff being on 
the left of the line. Gen. Warren was with them when they 
started, but disappeared soon after. They advanced to the White 
Qak, and the division on the left whee'ed to the left and moved 
toward the woods covering the return of the rebel works.

COL. DURLAND.

GEN. COPEHART. 

Bvt. Maj.-Gen. Copehart, of Ohi», Colonel Ist W. Va. Cavalry. 
commanding a brigade in Custer’s division at Five Forks, testified 
that at the battle Pennington’s brigade was on his right and 
Wells’s on his left. During the afternoon Pennington’s brigade 
retreated, leaving Copehart’s flank exposed to a raking fire of the 
enemy, and Copehart was compeiled to withdraw. The final ad- 
vances by Custer’s division was next described. Custer 
advanced to the White Oak road, beyond the enemy’s right 
and then, being out of the battle, tyrned to the east, 
with the brigade commanded by Col. Wells on their left. 
The two brigades pushed forward in adirection diagonal to the 
enemy’s lines and facing to the north-east until they had nearly 
the woods between the Gillian and the Boisseau fields. At 
this point the witness saw Gen. Custer, who, with about 150 men, 
charged a body of rebel cavalry in his front with great impetn- 
osity, and was very nearly captured for his pains. The brigades 
of Col. Wells and the witness “‘ surged forward"’ and drove the 
rebels before him, thus extricating Custer from his fix. This 
brought Copehbart’s brigade into the open clearing north-west of 
Five Forks, where Crawford was advancing in a westerly direc- 
tion.

and cadet engineers bear to the Navy. It has been the general 
practice in the Service, until they receive warrants as midship- 
men or assistant engineers, to consider them in the light of stu- 
dents on probation, and liable to be dropped without process of 
court-martial at the pl of the S y of the Navy. Thus 
they are not regarded strictly as officers in the sense of that term. 
Receiving warrants from the President, by the advice and couseat 
of the Senate, when they finally graduate or are made assistant 
engineers, fixes their status beyond doubt. Taking this view, 
when a cadet midshipman or a cadet engineer passes his mental 
or professional examination for promotion, but fails to pass the 
physical one, and thereby to be warranted, he has no legal claim 
to be retired or be granted a pension. The pension laws fix no 
pension for cadet midshipmen or cadet engineers. They recite by 
rank the rate of pension for officers of the different grades, and 
provide a pension of eight dollars a month, for total disability, for 
** all other persons whose rank or office is not mentioned,” in the 
section. Unless cadet midshipmen and cadet engineers could be 
included in the term of “all other persons,’ no provision is made 
for pensioning them. 2. Retired pay is quite different from pen- 
sion. Officers retired from exposure to the service are entitled to 
three-fourths of their sea pay. There has never been an instance, 
we think, of a cadet engineer, or a cadet midshipman, being or- 
dered before a retiring board. No officer can now, uuder the law, 
be retired, unless upon the action of such a board, except at his 
own request, after forty years’ service, or after reaching the age of 
sixty-two years. If cadet erg rp and cadet engineers were 
declared by law or competent judicial authority to be *‘ officers of 
the Navy,” and came up for promotion to the next higher grade, 
and the Medical Board deciined to pass them ou accouat of pbhysi- 
cal disability incurred in the live of duty, it would appear from 
section 1447 of the Revised Statutes that they are entitled to go on 
the retired list. The whole question, so far as retirement is con- 
= seems to hinge upon the question of their status as 
officers. 











Ranee Finpine.—Lieut. E. G, Edwards, R.A., has 
recently called attention to the question of range finding 
by two papers which he has contributed to the Artillery 
Institution. The value of finding the range by instru- 
ment in preference to depending on trial shots was re- 
cognized by the committee at Oakhampton in 1875, who 
recommended that rauge finders should be issued to 
batteries, and that additional men and horses should be 
provided to enable the service to be effectually per- 
formed. In the Crimea a competition trial was insti- 
tuted by General Codrington between our own field 
artillery and that of the French. Before coming into 
action the contrast in the appearance of the English and 
French batteries was very great. In fact the latter ap- 
peared to be so sensible of it that they seemed to try to 
keep at a distance so as to avoid comparison. From the 
moment the firing began, however, the tables were 
turned, for the French scored exactly two shots on each 
target to each single English one. The French, it turned 
On one 
occasion the English had a general, a colonel, and a lieu- 
tenant at one gun, who were all distinguished officers, 
but who had not the special skill of their French com- 
petitor. Unquestionably the inferiority made manifest 
in target practice would tell in action, though without 
its being possible to estimate it. What actually resulted 
after Oakhampton. was that batteries have been supplied 
with range finders, but no extra men have been allowed, 
and instruction has been left very much to chance. 
Now the question needs to be grasped and carried out 
consistently with a distinct object to be effectually dealt 
with. If it is determined to have an accurate and high- 
claseed instrument, then a supply of men specially skilled 
to use it must be secured. If this cannot be allowed 
there seems no intelligent alternative but to have a 
simple and comparatively inaccurate instrument, for 
any benefit due to the accuracy of the instrument is 
certainly dependent on that of the man using it. 
Lieut. Edwards enumerates many, among them some 
which could not long be seriously contemplated, such 
as Elliott’s telescope, the pocket sextant, and the pris- 
matic compass. Some of his objections; however, are, 
we think, hardly reasonable. For example, he twice 
objects to instruments having a fixed base a yard long, 
as liable to be bent. The same objection might be 
urged against the rifle barrel of every infantryman. 
The principal instruments to be noticed are Noian’s, 
Watkins’s, Berdan’s, and certain instruments of Ed- 
wards’s and Weldon’s. Of these Weldon’s and one or 
two of Edwards’s are the simplest. As to accuracy, 
there is little difficulty with the best instruments if the 
men are trained. Watkins’s has the advantage of re- 
quiring only two men to use it, which can be done 
before the battery comes into action. Nolan uses the 
gun as a stand, which gives great steadiness, but 
slightly delays the first rounds. On the other hand, it 
might happen that men sent on in advance oz the bat- 
tery might mistake the point on which the command. 
ing officer might decide to open fire in actual service, 
though in target practice no such doubt might arise.— 
The Engineer.
